Annexation and rezoning of 60 acres of land 
proposed for expansion of the Antioch land- 
fill could leave the village of Antioch open 
for a lawsuit, according to the village's legal 
counsel. 

^Village Atty. Ken Clark said that whether 
orlTotSe village deci'ded't o"okay-thelandfill— 
it could face a suit by Waste Management. 
Inc. if annexation and rezoning are approved 
prior to approval of the landfill operation. 
. Illinois state statutes require the proposed 
site to be in. the vi llage limits before the An- 
tioch opara can even begin Ui negoHate-or- 
hold public hearings on the landfill - 

Approval of annexation and rezoning by 
the board, followed by- rejection of the land- 
fill special use following public, hearings, 
would give the company a stronger foothold 
to sue the villageto allow it to use the site for 
a landfill.

Coady, 37, was ifl contact with his natural 
mother and able to wish her a 
Merry Christmas for the first time in his life 
and his three children haye. gotten them- 
selves a brand new grandmother. 

Coady, born David Misura in Peoria, 
was adopted when he was two years old by 
Frank and; Margaret Coady of Ivesdale, 111., 
who legally changed his name to Joseph 
Cocjdyf The Coadys raised Joe and another 
adopted son with. love and care. He was con- 
tent with the only /parents The could remem- 
ber until he was 13.' ' 

When in the inquisitive teens, he' 
' questioned his adoptive parents about his 
real heritage. They dissuaded him from 
digging further. The name Mazara was the 
only remembered remnant of his early 
childhood. 

On August 31 of this year. Coady, who has 
an unlisted phone number, returned a qall 
from a Ruth Misura in Arkansas, having 
been informed by the operator it was an 
emergency, little dreaming that he was 
returning a call from his real mother. L 

When Ruth correctly described his basic 
physical makeup, told him where he was 
born and that Catholic Charities had handled 
his adoption, capping her narrative by iden- 
tifying him as David Misura, a name so close 
to the one that htfd nagged him through his 
childhood, Coady knew that he and his 
mother had found each other after 35 years.

Clement Haley, 35, -.of Antioch, was 
arrested by the Lake County Sheriff's Dept_ 
Dec. 18 on a deceptive practice charge for 
allegedly writing a bad check for $2,460 to the 
department and then, failing to make 
payment on the check over a three-month 
period. 

The check was for payment- for security 
provided by* the "sheriff's department'at an. 
August 2 country and western music concert 
held by 50F Concert Productions. of which 
Haley is a promoter. % 

According to Lake County Sheriff's Dept. 
.lamps Rowlev. the charge is a class four 
felony, which means Haley could face bet- 
ween one and three years imprisonment in a 
state penitentiary and/or payment of up to a 
$10,000 fine. 

Rowley said he has been notified by a com- 
pany which provided refreshments_aL_the_ 
same concert that Haley also wrote them a 
bad check for approximately $800 and has 
failed to make payment on that amount. 

Rowley saidr "There are aUeast a half 
dozen programs that he would be eligible for 
as a first offender before he would go to 
prison. It (the charge) is not a violent crime, 
so it is highly doubful that he would go to 
prison."- , " m ■'. 



Haley had originally contracted to hire 12 
deputies to provide security at the concert, 
however, only nine deputies were available 
at the time to work the concert. Since the 
$2,460 check was for payment for 12 deputies; 
the sheriff's department held the check, 
requesting that Haley issue another for the 
correct amount of $1,845; 

According to Rowley, Haley did not take 
action for over one month, so the department 
finally put the check through, writing a 
check to Haley for (he $615 difference. 
Haley's check bounced.- E 
. Ha ley contacted the department, returning 
-th/ajp fiiR rhprk , statin g that he would send the 
department a certified check for the 
payment, which he never did. [ 

Haley was released from the Lake County 
Jail Dec. 18 after his brother, William Haley 
of Antioch, posted 10 percent of a $5,000 bond. 

A preliminary hearing has been set for 9 
.a.m. Monday, Jan* 4. Should Haley pay the 
amount of the bad check before the court 
date, it would still be up to the state's at- 
torney to decide if he. wishes to continue 
prosecution on the case.

Are we or are we not our brother's keeper? / 
In the particular case of thePolish revolt, the : r 
United States; more than any other country, 
may be culpable because its President, 
Franklin Roosevelt acted in the county's

pawns' of the Allied victory and were sold 
down the Volga River, dammed behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

Since the days of the citizens' revolt again- 
st the Bastille are gone forever, the metal of 
the pick-axe and pitchfork no match for the 
armour-clad: tank, these people may have 
lost theii 4 freedom forever. 

As in the case of the Hungarian revolt, 
even the powerful U.S.A. is reticent to step 
in, fearing the start of a nuclear war.

The 
board did pass an ordinance Dec. 21 giving 
the village board approval/denial respon- 
sibility in regards to landfills. 

The proposed landfill would call for an- 
. nexatioh and rezoning of 60 acres outside An- 
tioch and 10 acres in the village. Almost all 
the land is presently zoned agricultural. The 
village is requested to rezone the entire 70 
acres M-2 manufacturing and issue a special 
use permit for the landfill.

HOD landfill (HOD is a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of Waste Management) north of Rte. 
173.
